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A pilot project for enhancing literacy and learning achievement of children 
in Rural Primary Schools was assigned by the Ministry of Education, Islamabad with the 
financial assistance of UNESCO. 

1 . To assess actual learning achievement of classes 1II-V students 

2. To identify factors causing low learning achievement of children rural 
primary schools. 

3. To develop strategies for improving learning achievement. 

The theme of the study was to diagnose weaknesses in teaching learning 
process at the primary level and then developing teacher training package for remedial 
teaching. 

With the existing resources available at the Bureau of Curriculum 
and Extension, Abbotabad. operational research activities in the filed were initiated in 



October, 1999.

HEAD TEACHERS 



1. Head teachers were satisfied with the supervision of learning co- 
ordinator and other supervisory staff of the Education Department. 

2. Head teachers were not satisfied with the drinking water supply. 
The male teachers especially complained about the shortage of 
furniture for the class rooms. 

3. Head teachers pointed out that the school buildings were electrified 
but no ceiling fans were procured for summers.

4 . The head teachers felt a great need for a library in the school, as 
there was no access to other libraries even in area the under survey. 

5. The head teachers felt a need for provision of sports goods and 
play ground facility for physical development of the children along 
with mental development. 

6. Head teachers felt a need for procurement of first Aid Box in I he 
schools because there was no hospital facility with in the area 
under survey.

7. Head teachers complained about insufficient supply of reading 
material, specially the text books in the markets of the area under 
survey. 

8. In female schools the whole syllabus was not covered during the 
academic year. All the teachers considered the existing course of 
studies overloaded for the learners. 

9. Head teachers fell problems of development of students as the 
retention rate gradually started decreasing from class I! onward. 
There was no stability of enrollment in any class. 

10. School organization was functioning well. There was no complaint, 
of indiscipline in the schools what so ever.

1. There was no single teacher school, rather 56% of the teacher 
reported that there were more than 2 teachers in schools.

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Findings of data analysis on Base Line Survey of Rural Primary Schools 
highlighted certain weaknesses in the system, which led to following recommendations 
for improving the situation: 



A mechanism for remedial teaching may be evolved and 
introduced in the schools. 

Teachers training package may be developed based on remedial 
teaching for orientation of working teachers along with the 
learning co-ordinator 

Facility for supply of supplementary reading material may be 

provided for enrichment of the learning activity and educational 
attainments. 

Arrangements may be made for meeting physical needs such as: 

a) Wash rooms/toilets in the school compound. 

b) Electric ceiling fans in the class rooms 

c) Furniture for learners 

d) Mini library for schools
